- merciful a God: But let ſuch Men as pre- 
ſume ſo much of God's Mercy, know that as 

he is merciful, ſo is he juſt ; and as he hath 

arms of Mercy open to receive penitent 
Sinners: So the mouth of Hell is wide open 

to receive the impenitent and Sabbath- 
breakers3 for they cannot be ſaid to repent, 

| fo long as they follow this wicked Pra- 
ctice, and without Repentance they cannot if 

be ſaved, and how knoweſt chou (who haſt 
deſpiſed Mercy and Grace -ſo.. oft and fo

prophane that Holy Day, which God hath 


inſtiruted and fer apart for his Service, and 
contrary. to God's Command: Ver as igno- 
rant as theſe Men are, we ſee that they cant 
lay hold on this Example of the Thief on 
the Croſs, and this they can well remember, 
and often alledge ir, and ail to this end, to-

ere to know that it was an immediate Ad of 
Divine Power of Chriſt, and it was not or- 
dinary; neither doth it prove, that God will 


deal thus with theſe Men: It was not ordi- 


gary, becauſe he ſaved him without means: 
But what is that to theſe Men, who enjoy 


the means, and flight it: Beſides one parti- 
colar Act of God's Power, Goodneſs and 


Mercy is no rule for theſe Men, or any other 
to go by: The Sun ſtood ſtill in Juſtus? time; 


but we muſt not look to have it ſo again; 


God once dried up the Sea before the Chil- 


dren of Iſrael, and ſent them Quails from 


Heaven: But we muſt not look to have it ſo 


again; beſides for ought we know, this might 
be the firſt time that ever this Thief was 
called: But what is that to theſe Men, for 


they have been often called by Sabbaths and 


Sermons : When they could find in their 
Hearts to leave their Trimming to hear them: 


And God hath often knocked at the Door 


of their Hearts, and doth yet continue knock- 
ing; but they have not yet opened nnto him.

Condition be like thoſe, whom God com- 
plains of in Ezek, 14. for in this Prophets 
Days there was a ſinful and rebellious People: 
And altho' God had often called upon them 
by his Word and his Prophets to turn and 
repent : But yet they would not, until it was 
too late for them to pray for themſelves, or 
for others to pray for them: For as 1 live 
ſaith the Lora, though Noah, Daniel, and Job 
ſhould ſtand before me and pray for them, 
yet I will not hear them; now theſe thres 
Men were Godly Men, and very famous in 
their time for Piety, and very prevalent in 
Prayer, and very familiar with their Maker: 
And yet we fee, that God would not hear 
their Prayers for theſe ſinfal People, for he 
was reſolved to puniſh chem. 

Therefore ler theſe Sunday Barbers take 
care, that their Caſe come not to this, through 


their Covetonſnefs, for then they will make 


their Caſe worſe than the covetous wicked 
Balaam's was; for altho* he was wicked and

and told me, That he had great Fear and 
Terror of Conſcience upon him; for he knen 
he did wilfully fin againſt God, and the Di. 
ates of his o] n Conſciencs every Lord's Day, 
by Trimming thereon, and that his Terrot 
was ſo great upon him, that he quaked and 
trembled, when he was Trimming any Man on 
the Lord's Day, fear the Devil Noold ſnatch 
Him away while he was at this wicked Work;

Jeadeth to Beſtruction, into the Narrow Way 
which leadeth unto Salvation according to 
that which St. James expreſſeth James 8. 20. 


He that turneth a ſinner from the evil of his way 


ſhall ſave a out, and cover a multitude of Sin. 
Therefore we. ſhall in no wiſe eſcape, if we 
ſtrive not to enter into that narrow way that lead- 
eth to eternal Life. And it is not enough that we 

deavour to enter in our ſelves but we muſt 

rive to bring others in alſo: For God hath 
commanded that we ſhould loye our Neigh- 
bours as our ſelves,and wherein can we demon- 
ſtrate our love more to our Neighbours. than 


when we ſee them running in the Broad Way to 


DeſtruQion : Than to turn them again. 
1 ſhould hardly believe that Man who tells 


me, he loves the Body of his Neighbour, 


when he ſees him run thoſe Courſes that will 
 Waund. his Saul; and let's him run on with- 
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out rebuke: God hath commanded, if we ſee 


bot the Beaſt of our Enemy go aſtray, that 
we ſhould turn him into the right way again; 
or, if we ſhould fee our Enemies Horſe or 
his Aſs fall down under his Burden, that we 
ſhould ſorely lift them up; and ſhall we deal 
worſe with our Neighbonrs Soul, than with 
our Enemies Beaſts ? Snrely No, 

We ought therefore in love to our Neigh- 
bours, to do what good we can for their 
Souls, as well as for their Bodies; for Salva- 
tion, or Condemnation will very ſuddenly 
bring all things to an end; and then when it 
is too late, perbaps we may hear ſome crys 
ing out, and ſaying, What have I done for 
my Neighhtonr, either for his Soul or Body? 
While 1 lived upon Earth, have I endeavoured 
to torn him from any evil Courſe that I have 
ſeen him guilty of; or have I heard his Cre- 
dit or Reputation blaſted, and have I defend- 
ed it: Or have I ever taken ſo much as an 
Hours pains to inſtruct any of them: Or an 
Haurs writing for the good of their Souls ia 
all my Life, No: There is ſo little of this a- 
mong many Neighbours, and eſpecially it the 
be of one and the ſame Calling, where mo 
Love ſhould be ſhown one towards another, 
that therein they are the greateſt Enemies 
one towards another: And inſtead of turn- 
ing one another from any evil Courſes, that 
they ſee one another guilty of, they have ra- 


ther puſhed them forward, and rejoiced in 


their 


x 
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their Wickedneſs, rather than contradi&| 
them; and as for tendering the Credit or] 


Reputation one of another, they are ſo far 
from this, that they endeavour to blaſt the 
Credit one of another, and as for taking the 
Pains or Trouble upon them, as to write 
ever ſo little for the good of their Neigh- 


bours Souls; this cannot be expected in the 


leaft from them, that cannot ſo much as afford 
their Neighbours. a good Word; and this is 
many times the cauſe, that when a Man hath 
occaſion for his Neighbours Aſſiſtance, that 
he is forced ( contrary to the rules of Chari- 
ty) to ſend to another Place, rather than to 
make uſe of his Neighbour. 

But I hope ſuch as theſe are will leave of 
their wicked dealings, and hard Speeches to- 
wards their Neighbours, with their Sins to- 
wards God, fo ſhall they be ſure to find Mer- 
cy: For God hath not ſhut up the door of 
Mercy againſt you, but you ſhut it up againſt 
your ſelves: For Mercy ſtaies for you, and 

Parience waits for you, yea Chriſt himſelf 
waits for you; O! How happy would you 
be, if you would but turn to him; but if you 
will not turn, there is a Meſſage. of Wrath 
and Death to be pronounced againſt you, 
there is Wrath that you are already under, 
and it-is you that have brought this Death 
upon your ſelves; there is alſo another Death, 
that-is remedileſs, and far greater Torment 
than the firſt Death, and this Death falls = 

a 
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all that continue in their Sins, and break God's 


Holy Command in breaking his Holy Day, 


and ſtill continue in their Sins, and will not 


be converted: God offers ( firſt of all) Mer- 
cy unto, you, if you will take it, and thoſe 
that will not, he ſends his Meſſenger to tell 
them, that they muſt expect nothing but 
Condemnation: If you will but come at the call 
of Chriſt, you ſhali be welcome; if you will 
leave off your wicked Practices, and obſerve 
the Lord's Day to keep it Holy, and turn 
from your Sins and become new Creatures, 
then you ſhall ſee that God hath not a word of 
damning Wrath or Death to ſpeak againſt - 
you, but contrarywiſe Life, Joy, Peace, and 
Happineſs for ever in the Kingdom of Hea- 
ven: So that the worſt Sinner of you all, if 
you will have reſpe? to the Lord's Day, and 
turn from the wickedneſs of your ways, and 
repent for the ſame, you ſhall find Mercy and 
Salvation: O then! If you love your own 
Souls, turn and build on Chriſt a new Foun- 
dation, and learn to mortifie the Fleſh with 
the Sunday's Profit of the World, and live af- 
ter the Spirit. For it you will but turn and 
come into the way of Mercy, the Lord will 
be ready to receive you: If you truſt in God 
for Salvation, he is engaged to fave you by 
his Promiſes ; but the Lord will be Father 
to none but his Children, he will {ſave none 
but thoſe that will renounce the World, the 
Fleſh and the Devil. And then how can _ 
| ay 
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day Barbers expect to be ſaved that renounce 
God, to get the World, to pleaſe the Fleſh, 
and get the Devil. For theſe Men will have 
the World, tho? they break God's Command 
in prophaning his Holy Day, and hazard 
their Souls, and get the Devil in getting 
the World. | 1 

- Sirs, I do not ſpeak nor write any thing 
here out of any ill-will to any of you; for 
God knows my deſign herein, is for his Glo- 
ry, and the good of your Souls; and what [ 
have ſaid here, you know God hath com» 
manded the ſame in the Holy Scriptures; and 
therefore I hope none of you can have any 
reaſon to find fault with me; for there -hath 
been many large Volumes, and learned Books 
Publiſhed upon many other Subjects, but I ne- 
ver yet met with any of this Subject. And 1 
having ſo much reſpe& for the Brother - hood 


of Barbers and Surgeons, have out of love to 


their Souls taken this Pains; and ſeeing there

on thoſe Holy Duties, that thereby your Souls 
might have been made Happy; but alas! Nor 
it is too late, for now you would freely give 
all the Money that ever you got on the Lord's 
Day for a good Conſcience: But it is now too 
late, for if it were a Thonſand Times more 
than it is; it would not bay you one drop. of: ” 
Water to cool your ſcorching Tongue in thoſe. 
Helliſn Flames, that cannot be quenched, 
There might have been much more ſaid in- 
| hope 
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through God's Mercy may be ſufficient to 
turn ſome of theſe Soul-blind- Sinners from 
this wicked Practice, that they may enjoy 
everlaſting Happineſs inſtead of eternal Tor- 
ments, which is my hearty deſire, and the 
only cavſe of my writing this little Book. 


And thoſe that have wickedly ſpent the 
Lord's Day by Trimming thereon, let them 


, now endeavour to redeem their time on the 


Lord's Day for the time to come. And to 
that end, let them riſe up every Sunday 
Morning an hovr and half earlier, - than they 
uſed to do on thoſe Sunday Mornings, that 
they ſo wickedly prophaned by following their 
Callings thereon, and alſo let them lye down 
an hour and half later on the Sunday Night, 
and by this means they will redeem three 
hours every Sunday, that is twelve hours cve- 
ry Month, which makes an Artificial Day, 
fo that in Twelve Months they will redeem 
Twelve Sundays; which is as many as there 
are in one Quarter of a Vear: So that in eve- 
Ty four Years, they will gain one whole Year, 
And if they would but thus redeem the time 


that is to come; and repent, that they have 


ſo wickedly ſpent that which is paſt, with 
the reſt of their Sins, then they may certainly 
find Mercy: But then they muſt have a care 
that they fall not into the ſame Sins again; 
for no Man can be ſaid to repent of his Sin, 
while he doth practice it, and without &t- 
fentance no Man can be Javed, 
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Therefore when your Sumday Cuſtomers 
come to you, tell them fairly -between- you 
and them, that you have followed this wicked 
practice too long already, and that both you, 
and they have committed much Evil thereby, 
in that you have been acceſſary to one ano» 
thers Sins too long already, for it is a Sin 
that cannot be juſtified before God nor Man, 
in regard it is neither a Work of Mercy, nor 
caſe of Neceſlity ; and therefore, to be done 
on the Lord's Day, is directly againſt the Law 
of God, and his Holy Command ; for God 
hath ſtrictly commanded you to keep his Day

others: But is not this a-ſad, and ſinful, and 
ignorant Reply; and is as much as if they 
ſhould ſay, becauſe others Sin wilfully and 


Jprophane the Lord's Day, and will go to the 


Devil; we will alſo Sin wich them, and do 
as they do, and go to the Devil with them 
for Company: And farther they ſay, that if 
they ſhould leave off this wicked Practice, and 
not others, then all their Sunday Cuſtomers 
would go from them to others : But this is a 
poor and ſinful Reply alſo, and is as-much as 
if they ſhould ſay, that they are afraid their
